Bastanta Bonnarjee, an East Indian and a 
Hindoo of the highest caste, has applied to 
the Central Park lodge for admission to mem- 
bership in the order, and when well on bis 
way to the fulfillment of his wish the pro- 
| ceedings were suddenly halted by the ques- 
tion of his color. It seems thet colored men... 
are not démitted' to the I. 0. 0. F., some of 
thé ‘memnibers 6f the lodge judged that the 
sWarthiness of his complexion was a racial 
characteristic rather than the effect of a 
tropica} sun, and raised the question of ell- 
‘gidility. It became then a question of optical 
versus anthropological evidence. : 

Bonnarjee indignantly resented the insinu- 
ation that he is colofted and proclaimed his 
genealogy to prove that he was white. The 
mere tinge of his epidermis, he said, did not 
‘count; it was the race that counted, he said. 
and. as he is of the same Aryan race as the 
so-called white people of the earth he there- 
fore is white himeelf. 


Put Problem Before State Officers.

Just 
how the question of his color was railed is 
not revealed, but it did arise, and the cere- 
mony was halted. Mr. Bonnarjee introduced 
as evidence of his whiteness a decree of the 
United States District court of New York. 


Sight Outweighs Courts. 

This decree, however, did not weigh against 
the optical evidence of some of the members 
of the lodge, who, now that the question of 
color was raised,. could not ‘ee anything 
white. about Mr, Bonnarjee.. Mr, Bonnarjee 
in. an impassioned. appeal proclaimed his 
Hinduism and hig caste as proof that he was 
of the Aryan race, the game as the other 
members of the lodge. He pointed to the his- 
tories of the emigration 6f the Hindoos, ‘‘s 
pune Aryan face,’’ which came down into 
India centuries. before Christ and settled in 
India. ’ 

He read to them how the. Hindoos had 
“scorned to intermingle with the bieck 
and yellow mongrelraces they found inhabit- 
ing the country,” and how the High caste 
Hindoos, the Brahiminas. the Kshatriyes, 
and Vaisyas, had religiously refrained: from 
miseegenation. He quoted the Veda to prove 
that the purity of the Aryan race had been 
maintained in India—but he could. not over- 
ceme that optical evidence. : 


Tells It All Over Again. 

The supreme iodge listened to ail Bonnar- 
jee’a evidence over again. They squintea at 
the decree of the United States bustrict 
court and wondered whether the judge had 
seen Bonnarjee. Albert & Icely, one of 
the grand officers, was set to work studying 
ethnology. ‘rhe more ground they coverea 
the more knowledge they obtained, the more 
it looked that Mr. Bonnarjee was white.

FICKLENESS OF FAME. 

If the young student of Bnglish today 
were asked who was the most popular 
poet in the language fifty years ago. he

The 
drawing rooms resounded ‘with his “ Pre 
verbial Philosophy’; it was in the text 
books; orators quoted it and workmen in 
the shops epouted it. The sale of his 
book was tremendous. -No one willingly 
confessed ignorance of it. The scoffere 
ridiculed it at their peril. It appeared as 
though the bays were firmly fixed upon 
his head and that Tupper was destined w 
go down the ages. 

But even the middle Victorian era 
awoke from the hypnotic trance into 
which his platitudes had thrown it, real- 
izing at last of what common clay its 
idol was made, and the proverbial ‘philos- 
opher passed on into obscurity and th 
gods knew him not and never will.
